That there was no violence doesn’t 
alter the fact, though the anarchists 
who fomented it are using th a t as an 
argum ent to deny their revolutionary 
intent to the men who blindly follow­ 
ed them aud who are today beginning 
to understand how dangerously they 
w ere misled. 
There was no violence because ev­ 
ery precaution had been taken against 
it. 
Strikers cam e in droves to the po­ 
lice stations. 
They saw determ ined 
men, ready with rifles and machine 
guns manned by an American “ace" 
and his company. 
They came. 
They saw. 
And fear 
conquered. 
The intent, openly and covertly an­ 
nounced, was for overthrow of the in­ 
dustrial system, here first, then every­ 
where. 
No Russian city could have been 
so assiduously plied 
with 
socialist 
propaganda than was 
Seattle 
just 
prior and during the tie-up. 
A fter the strike had 
been 
dolled 
and the radicals were beginning 
to 
show their colors more frankly, 
the 
proposal to take over all private and 
municipal industry was actually put 
to a vote in strike councils and miss­ 
ed adoption by a narrow m argin only. 
This but led to redoubled efforts 
by 
the Bolshevik!.

notices, decreed: 
T he public illadvised to go home 
and stay hom e after 8 at night; 
we 
will police the city, we will supply 
such food as we think necessary' and 
nothing can operate except 
on 
our 
permission. 
» The owner* of a taxicab company 
was told that he might run cabs for 
sick and emergency cases, provided 
he jgave the sovietism half the 
pro­ 
ceeds. 
T heir plans exactly followed those 
of th e Russian revolutionists. 
Each

organ, “will only SHUT DOWN in­ 
dustries. Labor will REOPEN under

trades such industries as are needed

PARIS, Feb. 13.—Conditions for the 
renewal of the armistice, which were 
agreed upon by the supreme war coun­ 
cil yesterday evening, are believed to­ 
day to include the lessening of eco­ 
nomic pressure and strengthening of 
military pressure on Germany.

New Clock Strikes Six 
At 3 P. M. and Worried 
New York Landlubbers 


NEW YORK, 
Feb. 12 —Down­ 
town New Yorkers 
are wearing 
expressions on their watch-dials 
these days, and the ancient 
and 
dignified old clock 
in 
City Hall 
cupola actually looks savage. 
It’s all on account of the com­ 
ing of a strange upstart 
in 
the 
world of tow er clocks. 
The new­ 
est clock is mounted in the tower 
of Pier A, at the Battery, afft! it 
fairly roars the time of day to the 
whole lower part of M anhattan Is­ 
land, and to all the ships in the 
upper harbor. That would be all 
right, but it strikes twice at 
I 
o’clock, four tim es at 2 o’clock, 
six tim es at 3 o’clock, and from 4 
p. rn. on it gets worse. 
This new clock talks the sailor’s 
language. It is said to be the first 
of its kind on land. 
It faces the 
harbor, and was erected for the 
benefit of sailors in the harbor and 
about town by Daniel GE Reid, as a 
memorial to the sailors who died 
in th e war. 
It strikes ship time, 
which m ost landlubbers know is 
indicated by “bells” on shipboard. 
The 12 hours are divided into 
th ree watches, beginning a t noon 
and midnight. 
Thus, 12:30 a. rn. 
is one bell, 2 Is two bells, 2:30 is 
three bells, and so on until eight 
bells is reached, at 4 a. rn., then a 
new w atch starts. 
So 5:30 a. rn. 
is one bell again* 5 is two bells, 
5:30 is three hells, and so on till 
8 a. rn., when the ship’s clock for 
once is right with the land clock, 
striking eight times. Then at 8:30 
it is one bell again, at 9 it is two 
bells, and so on through th e third 
watch, until it is a^ain dight bells 
at noon, and 
the 
whole round 
starts over again. 
The new' clock at the Battery 
strikes on a bell weighing half a 
ton. and fairly drowns out some of 
the more conservative land lubber 
clocks in that part bf town. W hile 
the sailors are said to enjoy the 
luxury, landsmen in lower Man­ 
hattan and the dignified clock in 
City Hall cupola are not enthusi­ 
astic about the 
new 
venture in 
time-telling.

It is mostly army 
stew for us, but now that the

tiful in the States and so scarce here. 
Two weeks ago the pioneer platoon, 
to which I belong, was sent to Nogent 
Letrou, which is quite a big town, to 
take lessons in military engineering. 
It was a very interesting study,

we touched mostly on subjects which 
were personally encountered in our 
campaign against 
the 
boches. 
We 
were lucky at being quartered at al­ 
most a stone s throw from an old cas­ 
tle which was built in 
1400, 
being 
twice destroyed, then rebuilt over the 
ruins. 
We had the privilege of being 
shown about the castle. 
Visiting a 
pit where the prisoners of war were 
thrown and by lighting a paper and 
letting it fall into the pit, 
we 
were 
able to see the bones and skeletons 
which were bleached white with age. 
War is hell, as General Sherman 
said. 
Undoubtedly that is true, but 
at the same time it gives a person a 
conception of this world that 
could 
not be gained in a life’s study. 


RAISE KIDDIES AND 
CHICKENS TO PREVENT 
DIVORCE, SAYS JUDGE 


Raise children and chickens. 
Go fifty-fifty on the pocketbook. 
Live in a small house, not an apart­ 
ment. 
Do not live with the bride's mother- 
in-law. 
These are rules for newly-married 
couples to avoid domestic troubles, as 
given by Superior Judge Fred H. Taft 
of Los Angeles. 
“Selfishness is the basis of ^0 out of 
IOO divorce cases, but children will 
make the strongest bond of love be­ 
tween parents,” said Judge Taft, who 
is to preside over the divorce court 
beginning March I. 
Judge Taft has 
been on the bench in Los Angeles for 
six years and his advice is from ex­ 
perience in handling hundreds of di­ 
vorce, juvenile and civil law cases. 
In support of his statement that con­ 
templated marriages should be public­ 
ly announced, the judge declared that 
the plan would curb "fool weddings” 
and force young people to consider the 
contract they are about to make. 
“In marriage, each party should see 
an opportunity to help the other and 
live as man and wife for their common 
good,” he said, “but when either party 
expects to advance the individual so­ 
cial standing or take any other selfish 
advantage, a divorce suit is sure to 
follow. 
“The financial position in which they 
will be placed Is a thing to whicMtie 
prospective man and wife should give 
deep 
consideration. 
Many divorce 
cases result when a girl wants to live 
with her sweetheart, but when they 
find his salary is such that when ex­ 
penses are met they are unable to live 
aa well aa they did before the cere­ 
mony, there is liable to be trouble. 
The husband may accuse %the wife of 
extravagance and she claim that he is 
not doing as well as he might. They 
must consider their moral obligations 
and live accordingly. 
“They should get close to the soil, 
raising a garden and chickens, which 
is impossible, living in an apartment. 
“Divorce is a necessary evil, but it 
la in the interest of good government 
to curb it in every way possible.”

“A woman has been placed at the 
head of the assembly public morals 
committee,” said Mrs. Griffith today. 
“Another woman heads the education­ 
al committee. Thus two great branches 
of the work which men too often over 
looked, have been given over to the 
women. 
In those 
two 
departments 
women can do much.” 
The presence of the women has had 
another effect. 
It has formed what 
amounts almost to a third house or, 
perhaps more appropriately, a ' kitch­ 
en cabinet.” 
This “kitchen cabinet” is composed 
of the wives of legislators. 
Through 
regular gatherings of women connect­ 
ed with the legislature a new social 
life has been built up around the ses­ 
sions at Sacramento, Mrs. Griffith de­ 
clared.

“You have come back to us, stronger, 
physically and mentally, better able to 
take up the problems of life and a 
greater asset to yourself and the na­ 
tion, because of the training and ex 
perience you have had.

The key­ 
note today is one of happiness, and 
Santa Ana heartily welcomes you.” 
Over in Europe 
Rev. James A. Francis of Los An­ 
geles was introduced as a man who 
had done much Y. M. C. A. work in the 
cantonments and all over France. He 
has talked often in Santa Ana, a num­ 
ber of times in the county during the 
first Y. M. C. A. drive. 
"In these last few years, history 
has been made at a rate never before 
heard of,” said Rev. Francis. 
"Nine 
million men have been killed, seven 
million crippled, six million in prison 
camps, 
twenty-eight 
million 
under 
arms, sixty-two 
million 
away 
from 
home and the cost of the war totals 
450 thousand million dollars. 
"The Americans have made good 
over in Europe 
in 
a 
splendid way. 
Europe in a thousand years will never 
forget what we did over there. 
I am 
proud of the American soldier. I stood 
at the dock when 7,500 men from Camp 
Lewis marched off the Leviathan. They 
were IOO per cent gpod health. An old 
Frenchman said to me: 'They look 
like kings.’ and I replied. ‘They are 
kings, every one of them.’ ” 
In detailing the manner in which 
the 
Americans 
made 
good. 
Rev. 
Francis said that an Australian told 
him that the "kangaroos.” who were 
the hardest fighters in Europe until 
the Americans came, took off their hats 
to the Americans. 


Close to W inning 
"Do you know how close the Ger­ 
mans 
came to winning?" asked he. 
"For one month with 300,000 men be­ 
ing rushed across the Atlantic every 
month, there was a month when it was 
a race between Hindenburg and Presi­ 
dent Wilson for the east side of Paris. 
That was a wonderful fight that the 
five divisions of Americans made when 
they stopped that drive on Paris. They 
had no trenches. 
They lay down on 
the ground and grinned, and when 
those rifles began to pop it sounded 
like machine guns. A Hun major said 
that at the end of Chateau Thierry he 
told his fellow officers: ‘Gentlemen, we 
are licked. We have met a new kind 
of fighter. He can’t be stopped. 
The 
devil himself can’t stop him." 
That 
word went all through 
the 
German 
army. 
In the end Germany gave up 
for want of copper and for want of 
sulphur, but more for want of nerve. 
“Many 
mistakes 
were 
made, 
of 
course. 
W ar is a vast confusion, but 
the United States did not make the 
mistake of underestimating its job. It 
prepared for a seven years’ wrar, and | 
that is why it was ended so soon.” The I 
speaker described the vast work done 
at French ports and all over France 
in building wharves, warehouses and 
railroads. 
"It wasn’t so much what we did to 
Fritzie, ’ said he, “that brought tile 
war to an end, as it was what Fritzie] 
knew we were prepared to do to him if 
the war kept going. When he realized 
what America was able to do and could « 
do. he held up his hands and yelled: i 
‘Kamerad: let’s quit!’ 
The German Attitude 
“I want to tell you what we found 
in Germany. 
I made the trip. 
First. 
we passed through devastated terri- i 
tory. 
That is a strip 333 miles long 
and from eight to eighty miles wide. 
I never knew what desolation was un 
til I saw that. 
Where towns stood 
there isn’t a wail as high as my knee, j 
“In Germany we found tile strangest 
frame of mind in the world. The wom­ 
en and children are rosy cheeked., 
There is no sign of privation there. 
I 
realized that the war had never been 
brought home to Germany. 
"How' do they receive thf army of 
occupation? 
Between the French and 
British armies and the Germans there 
is a good deal of friction, but there 
never 
wes 
an army of occupation I 
treated with such consideration as is 
the American army. 
They treat us i 
like summer boarders 
and 
long-lost 
relatives. 
“It is not all hypocrisy. 
Some of it J 
is the natural expression of the kind- ' 
liness of the German home. 
Most of: 
it is propaganda. 
Orders have gone 
out to rte Germans to make friends of i 
the 
Americans 
because 
Germany1 
thinks the Germans will 
need 
their] 
friendship. 
The young men fall for I 
this soft-soap stuff. I asked one young] 
man, when he said w^ had been shoot- 1 
ing at the wrong feUow: ‘Who set the! 
world afire? Who committed the most 
outrageous crimes in history? 
Who 
put 82,000 of our boys under the sod?’ 
I tell you Germany is putting over 
right now the smoothest piece of 
propaganda in history.

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Mayor J. B, Coulson Tells of 
History-Making Events 
Over In France 


“ I wouldn’t give the lives of ten 
Am erican soldiers for all the Ger­ 
man soldiers out of Hell.” 
T h is was the statement of Maj- 
or John B- Coulson of Pasadena, 
in his address to the soldiers and 
tailors and the big throng gath­ 
ered to do honor to the returned 
fighting men. 
It came as a com­ 
parison of the worth of the men 
of the two nationalities in the big 
fight over there. 
Major 
Coulson 
was 
overseas 
in 
France 
for eight months, 
working 
with the Red Cross. 
He had charge 
of two thirds of the leave areas and 
in his official capacity had fine op­ 
portunity for observing conditions as 
they existed on fronts and in sections 
far removed from the fighting zones. 
Coulson was one of the speakers on 
April 6 of last year at the time Com­ 
pany L was given a public farewell, as 
a part of the opening campaign of the 
third liberty loan drive. 
He declared 
his visit here at that time was one of 
the most pleasant he had ever had 
anywhere. 
“The s4ories I told you at that time 
—of what Uncle Sam had done over 
in France in preparation for sending 
her armies into that country to help 
protect the world—you may perhaps 
have thought overdrawn,” said the 
speaker. 
“But I want to tell you that 
after I got over there and saw what 
had 
actually been accomplished, 
I 
found that I had not told half the 
whole story. 
I didn't tell half the 
tnith. 
One must, see to fully compre­ 
hend what Uncle Sam did. 
“We Americans are hard to satisfy. 
We are always sore. 
Those boys who 
went into camps here were sore be­ 
cause they did not get over there. 
Those hoys over there who didn’t get 
to the front wrere sore. 
Those boys 
over there now are sore because they 
can’t get home. 
Goddess Must Turn Around. 
"Boys returning from overseas ad­ 
mit that the Goddess of Liberty is a 
mighty fine looking woman, but when 
they pass the statue coming home, 
w'ith one accord they say that if she 
ever sees them again she will have to 
turn around. 
You who stayed at 
home have no kick co m in g — you who 
supported the Y. M. C. A.. Knights of 
Columbus, Red Cross, and other wrar 
activities, you have a right to he 
proud of the part you took in the 
great war. 
“At 
the time 
of the celebration 
here, when I addressed you. I was 
particularly impressed with the large 
number of Red Cross women march­ 
ing in that magnificent parade. 
It 
was the work of these women and th# 
co-operation of the people writh the 
government that brought the w'ar to 
an end so quickly. 
“A major in the German army, after 
the armistice was signed, came into 
the trenches of the American forces. 
He said that now that hostilities had 
ceased he could talk. 
He said that 
following the first appearance of Un­ 
cle Sam’s fighting men at Chateau- 
Thierry. he w ent back to his group of 
officers and told them that Germany 
was licked. 
He was asked why. 
He 
told them that they had met a new 
kind of a fighting man in the Ameri­ 
cans. 
They didn’t know when they 
were licked. 
‘Our agents in the Unit­ 
ed States told us that America would­ 
n’t fight.’ 
said the German major. 
“They told us 
that 
the 
women 
of 
America were singing “I Didn t Raise 
My Boy to Be a Soldier." but my God. 
thev didn’t raise anything else but 
soldiers, and real fighters.’ 
W hen Yanks W ent To Battle. 
"If the United States had not gotten 
into the fight when she did, the map 
of the world would he very different, 
from what it will be when the final 
peace terms are written. Ninety days 
and it would have been too late. 
I 
was in Tatis when the Germans were 
making their drive on that city. 
The 
people 
were 
apprehensive. 
They 
thought 
that 
the 
German 
hordes 
would 
surely 
take their 
objective. 
Five divisions of U. S. fighting men, 
almost direct from encampments in 
the United States, were thrown into 
the battle. 
They came up to the 
front and met the French retreating, 
and the fighting men yelling that the 
Germans were coming in hordes. The 
Germans were sweeping down the T a l­ 
ley in large forces and following the 
retreating French. 
“As the French passed on one aide 
the Americans passed up to the front 
on the other. 
They formed for bat­ 
tle. 
They let the Germans come until 
they were within 150 yards, and then 
down the line blazed rifles in such un­ 
ison that the enemy believed machine 
guns 
were operating against them. 
Countless numbers of enemy troops 
were slain. 
There were five attacks, 
and on the fifth the Americana started 
the Huns on their home Journey—a 
journey they did not stop until tile 
armistice was signed.

W A S H I N G T O N , 
Feb. 13.—An 
American 
reconstruction 
program, 
surprisingly radical in many 
of 
its 
features, backed by the 
official 
ap­ 
proval of the heirarchy of the Cath­ 
olic Church in America, 
was 
made 
public here today. 
The program is to be distributed in 
pamphlet form throughout the coun­ 
try by the committee on special war 
activities of the 
National 
Catholic 
i War Council. 
Its significance lies in 
the fact that it is tantam ount to an 
official pronouncement of the Catholic 
Church in America, as 
represented 
by its bishops and archbishops. 
The 
committee signing the paper consists 
of Rt. Rev. Peter J. Muldoon, bishop 
of Rockford, 111.; 
Rt. 
Rev. 
Joseph 
Schrembs, bishop of Toledo. O.; Rt. 
Rev. Patrick J. Hayes, coadjutor bish­ 
op of New York, said to be slated for 
the office of archbishop of New York; 
and Rt. Rev. William T. Russell, bish­ 
op of Charleston, S. C. 
This committee was 
selected 
to 
represent the 
Catholic 
bishops 
of 
America, and it is 
generally 
under­ 
stood that every 
line of 
the 
pro­ 
nouncement issued today 
has 
been 
carefully studied and passed upon by 
practically 
every 
notable 
Catholic 
prelate in the United States before 
being 
made 
public. 
The 
program, 
therefore, may be said to be an offi­ 
cial statem ent of the attitude of the 
American Catholics toward social and 
economic problems now engaging the 
attention ot all thinkers. 
In many respects the program re­ 
sembles that of the 
British 
Labor 
party. 
It endorses many social 
and 
economic doctrines 
heretofore 
pro­ 
nounced socialistic by 
conservative 
thinkers. 
The Catholic program is embodied 
in a pamphlet called “Social 
Recon 
struction.” 
The Catholic bishops: 
Approve Secretary Lane's 
scheme 
for settling returned soldiers on re­ 
claimed lands. 
Encourage labor to 
resist 
general 
wage reductions. 
Demand m aintenance 
of 
wartime 
wage level in all except very few in­ 
dustries. 
Ask cities to correct bad 
housing 
conditions. 
Suggest that laws be passed to pre­ 
vent the “extortionate 
practices 
of 
monopoly that cause high cost of liv­ 
ing. 
/ 
Suggest that more attention be giv­ 
en to possibilities of governm ent com­ 
petition with the big monopolies that 
apparently cannot be controlled oth­ 
erwise. 
Approve co-operative 
stores, 
run 
and owned by working class. 
Demand legal minimum wage high 
enough to provide not only for pres­ 
ent needs of worker and family, but 
a surplus that shall be sufficient for 
adequate savings. 
Approve social 
insurance 
against 
illness, invalidity, un employment, and 
old age, the funds to be provided, so 
far as possible, by a levy on industry, 
as in accident compensation. 
Favor continuance of life insurance 
extended to soldiers by 
the 
govern 
ment. 
Approve 
policies 
of 
W ar 
Labor 
Board, emphasize right of laborers to 
organize, recognize justice of collec­ 
tive bargaining principle, and ask that 
the War Iebor Board’s activities be 
continued in peacetime. 
Endorse movement of labor to ob­ 
tain voice in m anagement of indus­ 
tries, commonly called “industrial de­ 
mocracy.’’ 
Approve vocational 
training, 
but 
not any system 
of 
education 
that 
would tend to deprive 
children 
of 
workingmen of their opportunities for 
purely cultural training. 
Deplore child labor, 
and 
approve 
plan to tax it out of existence. 
The foregoing are the 
chief 
fea­ 
tures of that portion of the program 
which its framers believe immediate­ 
ly practical. The pronouncement also 
discusses reforms that should be ac­ 
complished as a part of 
a 
program 
projected farther into the future. It 
says: 
“The full possibilities of increased 
production will not be realized so long 
as the majority of the 
workers 
re­ 
main more wage-earners. The major­ 
ity must somehow' become owners, or 
at least in part, of the instrum ents of 
production. 
They can be enabled to 
reach this stage gradually through co­ 
operative societies and co-partnership 
arrangem ents. 
In 
the 
former, 
the 
workers own and manage the indus­ 
tries them selves; in the latter they 
own a substantial part of the corpo­ 
rate stock and exercise a reasonable 
share in the management. 
However 
slow the attainm ent of 
these 
ends, 
they will have to be reached before 
we can have a 
thoroughly 
efficient 
svstem of production, or an industrial 
and social order th a t will be secure 
from the danger of revolution. 
It is 
to be noted that this particular modi­ 
fication of the existing order, though 
far-reaching and involving to a great 
extent the abolition of the wage sys 
tem, would not mean the abolition of 
private ownership.” 
Big business is handed this bit of 
food for thought: 
“For excessive gains by 
a 
small 
minority of privileged capitalists, the 
main remedies are prevention of mo­ 
nopolistic 
control 
of 
commodities, 
adequate government 
regulation 
of 
such public 
service 
monopolies 
as 
will rem ain under private operation, 
and heavy taxation of incomes, 
ex 
cess profits and 
inheritances. 
The 
precise methods by 
which 
genuine 
competition 
may 
be 
restored 
and 
maintained among businesses that are 
naturally competitive, cannot be dis­ 
cussed here; but the principle is clear 
that human beings cannot be trusted 
with the immense opportunities 
for 
oppression and extortion that go with 
the possession of monopoly power.” 
And again: 
“Our immense war debt constitutes 
a particular reason why incomes and 
excess profits should continue to 
be 
heavily taxed. 
In this way two im­ 
portant ends wilt he obtained; 
the 
poor will he relieved of injurious tax 


burdens, and the small class of spe­ 
cially privileged capitalists 
will 
be 
compelled to return a part of their un­ 
earned gains to society.” 
By way of final advice to the capi­ 
talist, the 
pronouncement 
says 
of 
him: 
“Above and before all, he m ust cul­ 
tivate and strengthen within his mind 
the truth which, many of 
his 
class 
have begun to grasp for the first tim e 
during the present war; namely, th a t 
the laborer is a human 
being, 
not 
merely an instrum ent of production; 
and that the laborer s right to a de­ 
cent livelihood is 
the 
first 
moral 
charge upon industry. 
The employer 
has a right to get a reasonable living 
out of his business, but he 
has 
no 
right to interest on his 
investm ent 
until his employes have obtained 
at 
least living wages. 
This is the 
hu­ 
man and Christian, in contrast to the 
purely commercial and pagan, ethics 
of industry. 
The principle of equal pay to wom­ 
en for equal work is sustained by the 
bishops. 
But they advise that women 
be elim inated from all employments 
dangerous to their health and mor­ 
als. 
Street car conducting and loco­ 
motive cleaning are specifically men­ 
tioned as occupations unfit for women. 
A living wage is not necessarily the 
limit of the laborer's just demands, 
} according to tho 
Catholic 
program, 
which says: 
“Even if the 
great 
m ajority 
of 
workers were now in receipt of more 
than living wages, there are no good 
reasons why rates of pay should be 
lowered. 
After all, a living wage is 
not necessarily the full m easure of 
justice. 
All the Catholic authorities 
on the subject explicitly declare that 
this is only the minimum of justice. 
In a country as rich as ours, there are 
very few cases in which it is possible 
to prove that the worker 
would 
be 
getting m ore than that to which he 
has a right if he were 
paid 
some­ 
thing in excess of this ethical mini­ 
mum. 
Why then, should we assum e 
that this is the normal share 
of al­ 
most the whole laboring population? 
Since our industrial resources and in­ 
strum entalities are sufficient to pro­ 
vide more than a living wage for 
a 
very large proportion of the w orkers, 
why should we acquiesce in a theory 
which denies them this m easure 
of 
the com forts of life? Such a policy 
is not only of very questionable m oral­ 
ity, but is unsound economically. 
“The only persons who would bene­ 
fit considerably through a general re­ 
duction of wages are the less efficient 
among the capitalists, and the more 
comfortable sections of the consum­ 
ers. 
The wage-earners 
would 
lose 
more 
in 
rem uneration 
than 
they 
would gain from whatever 
fall 
in 
prices occurred as a direct result of 
the fall in wages. 
“On grounds both of 
Justice 
and 
sound economics, we should give our 
hearty support to all legitim ate 
ef­ 
forts made bv labor to resist general 
wage reductions.”

True, she is hog tied 
and gagged by the terms of the armis­ 
tice, and she can't start war again. But 
what are you going to do with a na 
tion that has tried to disembowel civi­ 
lization and w ont admit it? 
There is being held a history-making 
conference. 
Beside it 
other peace 
conferences 
are 
no 
more than 
a 
postage stamp upon that peace table. 
The problems 
are 
delicate, compli­ 
cated, farreaching. The center of the 
world is there at that peace table, for 
it has the job of re-organizing the 
whole eastern hemisphere. 
> 
Wilson Is There 
"There has been some criticism of 
President Wilson for going to Europe. 
You don't hear any criticism of that 
act over there. 
His going is going to 
prove to be one of the greatest events 
in history. 
I didn’t vote for Wilson 
for president, but today I believe that 
if ever God raised up a man for a tre­ 
mendous hour and a tremendous task, 
that man was our President Wilson. 
When he speaks the world gives ear, 
and well it may, for his ‘think works' 
are always well oiled and hitting on 
all six cylinders. 
"America 
doesn’t 
want 
anything 
over there. When the last soldier goes 
aboard his ship homeward bound he 
can throw a kiss to Europe and say; 
‘If we’ve been of any service, you’re 
welcome.' Just because America wants 
nothing, President Wilson has a special 
advantage. 
“There are tremendous things to be 
decided at that table. 
There are doz­ 
ens of world questions. 
The fate of 
nations, many small nations, 
is 
to 
be decided.” 
Reviewing some of the questions, 
the speaker pointed out that France 
is asking sixty-eight billion dollars for 
damage done in the devastated sec­ 
tion. 
***** 
“And there is the fate of the kaiser," 
said he. "If he and his bunch are al­ 
lowed to go into honorable retirement 
it will be the nastiest miscarriage of 
justice the world has ever known. If 
they are not stripped of their medals 
and hanged, It will not be a fair deal 
for the boys who lie under the sod. 
Just leave It to John Bull to take care 
of the kaiser. 
League of Nations . 
“The question of a league of na­ 
tions i4fcp. 
Beside that, all else is 
small.” 
He quoted Tennyson’s lines 
written in 1841: "When the common 
sense of most shall keep the fretful 
realm in awe.” 
“That is Just what Wilson went to 
Europe for,” said he. “It is the great 
est job in history, and I think Presi­ 
dent Wilson is going to put it over. a 
league that will mean peace forever, 
a league that will prevent the repeti 
tion of what has occurred. If he does 
put it over, he will have done the big­ 
gest piece of international social ser­ 
vice in all history. 
‘When the boys come home they 
will run this country, and they are the 
ones who ought to run it. 
You will 
find that they will mould opinion, and 
we will have a higher brand of citizen­ 
ship than ever before. 
And don’t let 
anyone tell you these men are coming 
back in any way incapacitated by dis­ 
sipation. I talked to a chief of police 
at 
Southampton. 
He 
said 
200,000 
American soldiers stopped in that city 
for from two to twelve days, and but 
one man was arrested. 
For behavior 
there never was such an army ir the 
world. 
"When they come home, you will re 
ceive a splendid bunch of men.” 
Caring for Graves 
Rev. Francis described an impres­ 
sive scene. 
He saw a vast graveyard 
with French women caring for the 
graves of the American dead. 
These 
women had lost their own dear ones, 
buried in some unmarked place, and 
each had adopted an American grave 
to take care of. 
“To those who have given their sons 
in this great war, let me say that 
they have given the richest gift ever 
given,” said he. 
“Are we going to be satisfied by 
merely letting them come home? No. 
Americans at home must fit these men 
into the best jobs the yare capable of 
filling. It is up to Americans to make 
good over here for the men who made 
good over there.” 
The transportation committee, 
un­ 
der the chairmanship of 
Freb 
Med- 
bery, did a fine service in transport­ 
ing speakers and soldiers and sailors. 
Mrs. Ben E. Turner 
brought 
Rev. 
Francis to the city and Frank Carter 
drove him back home. 
Many of the 
soldiers and sailors were sent for and 
returned to their homes after the ex­ 
ercises.

hear complaint sometimes that the 
war should have been fought to a fin­ 
ish—that 
the 
allies 
should 
have 
stayed with the enemy until its army 
was captured. 
I say no! 
It would 
have been a further sacrifice of lives. 
"At a conference of allied command­ 
ing officers, it was agreed that the 
German army could have been sur- 
rounded in two weeks, but it would 
have cost the lives of probably 200.000 
Yanks—and I wouldn’t give the lives 
of ten American soldiers for all of the 
German soldiers out of hell. 
No More Fight In Germans. 
"Germany is not going to fight 
again. 
The war is over. 
She can’t 
fight again. 
We have gotten every­ 
thing that Germany has. 
We have 
her navy, her submarines and vast 
quantities of her fighting arms. 
But 
for the American boys German offi­ 
cers would be in America today col­ 
lecting tribute from her citizens as 
they did from the Belgians. 
"If you have any 'boys who went 
overseas, or who were called to the 
colors and did not get overseas, and 
they are home and without jobs* you 
will supply them with employment or 
I am mistaken in the ch a reter of the 
people af Santa Ana. 
It is your duty 
to get them their old jobs or one bet­ 
ter. 
It is an obligation that you owe 
them. 
You must meet that obliga­ 
tion. 
“Aa to the conduct of the American 
boys overseas, I had charge of two 
thirds of the leave areas in the for­ 
eign country. 
Itraveled all over the 
section, and I never saw anytihng that 
the American soldiers did that I wan 
ashamed of. 
Y. M. C. A., Red X Work. 
"The Y. M. C. A. did a wonderful 
work. 
Of course there were a few 
pinheads in the organization. 
You 
couldn’t get an organization of such 
magnitude without getting in a few 
pinheads. 
You couldn’t do it in San­ 
ta Ana, you shouldn’t judge the organ­ 
ization’s work by what a few pin­ 
heads did. 
On the whole the men 
were honest and competent.

takes were made. 
We all make mis­ 
take*.

"The Red Cross did lots of things 
over there. 
The principle thing it 
did was work In the hospitals. 
A well! 
boy can take care of himself. 
It is 
the sick and wounded, the convales-| 
cen t that need to have something I 
done for them. 
In America, before 
the tvar, we used to think a 300-bed 
hospital was big. 
Just as an illustra­ 
tion of what we did over there: Vichy 
has a population of 20,000. 
We had 
19.000 patients in that city. 
They 
were scattered through hotels, in pri­ 
vate homes, anywhere we could find 
room for them. 
The hotels were used 
as hospitals. 
We rented a big gamb­ 
ling hall there, a big casino. 
We sup­ 
plied the boys with bath, writing tab­ 
lets, books and magazines—we pro­ 
vided them with comforts that they 
couldn’t have had otherwise. 
Women 
were 
there 
to make chocolate for 
them, to make pancakes and furnish 
them with things that are dear to the 
hearts of all Americans. 
Mrs. L. A. 
Tiffany and Mrs. W. K. Vanderlip 
were there in charge of work. 
It was 
women of their character that helped 
over there. 
And they worked hard- 
Don’t Forget Soldier Boys. 
’We had a searching crew—a large 
force trying to locate missing sold­ 
iers, and we have reduced the missing 
list from something like 20,000 to IO,- 
OOO or less. 
"You don’t need to regret giving 
money to the Red Cross. Some of it 
may have been wasted. 
I may have 
wasted some of it myself, but I al­ 
ways made it a point to take care of 
an American soldier. 
I broke string­ 
ent red tape regulations many times 
—but when I did so it was in aid of 
American soldiers, and aid in my 
judgment that needed action at once, 
something that could not be held totl 
ten days while request for permission 
to do what was needed was passing 
through the various headquarters re­ 
quired. 
“Don’t forget your boys next week 
—remember them all your lives. 
Re­ 
member what they have done. 
You 
will have to go to France to get a full 
realization of what they have accom­ 
plished. 
The boy who did not get 
over to France is entitled to just as 
much credit as the boy who did. 
His 
spirit was right, and in the final an­ 
alysis, It was the American spirit that 
did the job—and historians will so 
record.’’
